New Business 

Mr. Sullivan stated that the National League of Cities was sponsoring a Prescription Discount Card for all town residents 
regardless of their income or whether they have health insurance. The discount card could save residents 20% off the retail prices 
of prescription drugs. Said cards will be available December 17 th . 

Mr. Sullivan stated that it appears that we will be getting stimulus funds for the Forest Street project. He should have a 
confirmation within four weeks and will let the Board know as soon as he is told. 

Mr. Sullivan stated that State Senator Kenneth Donnelly is scheduled to meet with town officials and the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation to address complaints about noise coming from Dilboy Field in Somerville on Dec. 7 th . The location 
will be determined at a later date according to Cindy Friedman, Chief of Staff. The noise coming from stadium’s speakers has been

M ahon stated she would like Town Counsel to look into submitting Warrant Articles regarding grandfathering current/retired 
Board of Selectmen from health insurance. Also wants a Warrant Article to close all loopholes so that the school IT employees fall 
directly under the jurisdiction of Town Manager. 

Mrs. Mahon stated she would be attending a seminar on Weatherization Programs in Hopkinton, MA on Friday, November 20 th 
with members of the Governor’s staff and invited any member of the Board to attend.
